NAVY IS EQUIP¬ 
PED WITH ANTI¬ 
AIRCRAFT 6UNS 

Enough .Constructed to Supply 
[All Active Big Ships 
* 'Ti sot the Navy 


Construction of enough high-posvcr 
anti-aircraft gun> to supply all active 
battleship, and cruiser, of the navy 
have been completed, it ha» been an¬ 
nounced by Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels The new weapons are be¬ 
lieved by navy experts to be the 
longest range guns of that type in the 
world. The battleships Pennsylvania 
annd Nevada already are equipped 
-with two each annd the same num¬ 
ber will be mounted on the other 
vessels when they go to their home 
yards for overhauling. 

The uew gun is a three-inch fifty- 
caliber weapon that will throw a shell 
.17.000 feet in the air at an angle ol 
ninety degrees On each ship one 
* ill be mounted forward and o«v -ft 
with an all-around tire, so that the 
pair can sweep the skies in any direc- 


WHY BELGIUM WAS OCCUPIED. 

It has been said that the German 
aimy went through Belgium because 
it was the shortest way to Paris. 
This may be true, bur a reason ot 
more importance presents itself in 
shat Belgium it rich in coal, iron and 
factories, accord).( to William L. 
Saunders. in the Engineering Maga¬ 
zine. 

They are now used for the benefit 
of Germany annd might have been 
used to supply munitions to her ene¬ 
mies. Most of the mineral wealth of 
France it laid in her northern boun¬ 
daries. and these are now held by 
Germany. The same it true of French 
Industrie* Galicia is rich in oil, Pol¬ 
and in coal, and the largest iron de¬ 
posits of Russia are m the Donets 
Basin, which borders on Poland. 

German conquests have, therefore, 
been directed to places where mine* 
•nd factories are located, the plain 
intent of this being to utilise these 
resources during the war and to be in 
a positioon on >hc declaration of peace 
to retain some hold upon them. 

When the war broke out Germany’s 
capacity in coal was perhaps equal to 
that of the Allies, but in iron and in 
industries Iter position was an inferior 
t ne. Today Iter position in this re¬ 
spect t* stronger than that of ad the 
Allies.

Canal Zone Authorities Transfer 
— Town Eight Miles. 

Uncle Sam is playing, alter a i»,h- 
•on in the Pan tm Cnnal Zone, the 
part that the English played more 
than a century and a hall ago In 
moving the Arcadians bodily from _an 
old to a new home, says the Wasltitid- 
t 11 Star. Twentieth century nicth- 
"ds snd American liberality are im 
portnni elements in the present situ¬ 
ation. however, so that satisfaction 
retgit*. instead of the heart burnings 
and sufferings that marked the en¬ 
forced migration f Evangeline ami 
her people. 

The United States Government de¬ 
sires to clear the Canal Zone of all 
natives, and of practically all other 
persons, for that matter, not employes 
of the canal 01 members of the United 
States army This is desirable for 
both administrative and military rca-I 
s ms. 

The matter of buying the little 
plots of land of Individual "farmers" 
and inducing them to leave the lone 
has been simple enough, but the vil¬ 
lages have presented more serious 
problems. The plan has been adopted 
of arranging with the Panama Gov¬ 
ernment for sites outside the strip of 
territory belonging to the United 
Stales, of paying the villagers liber¬ 
ally for their holdings, and then mov¬ 
ing them, bag annd baggage, to the 
new location. 

The latest procedure of this sort i> 
going on r.ow In the transfer of the 
half a hundred or more soula of the | 
village ol Chagrcs, near the mouth of 
the river of that name, to a new town- 
site eight miles outside of the rone, 
at the mouth of another stream. The 
American authorities have even built 
temporary homes for the exiles to 
occupy during the period required to 
invest some of the money they have 
receivod in the erection of permanent 
dwellings. The villagers annd their 
effects are loaded on barges and 
towed to their new homes. When 
the last of them are gone the old 
village will be rased 

AFTER ALL. 

Although the late Henry James, the 
American novetist. lived abnad, he 
was uitliful to his native land, and 
proud of his fellow countrymen. 

One evening, at tha Athenaeum 
Club, in London, James dined with 
Josrph Chamberlain. 

James praised the English highly 
during dinner. He praised their dress, 
their manners, their country life, and 
even their climate. 

Chamberlain listened to this praise 
attentively. At the end he said, ex¬ 
pecting a further compliment for 
Great Britain: 

"Junes, if yoirwcrc not an Ameri¬ 
can. what would you want to be?" 

“If I were not an American," James 
answered promptly. "I'd want to he 
one.” 

And to think that, after so heautr- 
fi-l a speech, James should hai-q re¬ 
nounced his American cltisenship be¬ 
cause his country would not go to 
w»r with Germany, says the Tampa 
Times. 9

The roc I* of quack-grass growing 
on sod or i-* ure land are much nc-u* 
rr the sort than where the grass 
is growing i. a cultivated he'd, but 
this icaa »• • n it is »leaired to e’ear 

a field of <i t- k grass, it ia often al- 
v i tabli' lo ntst utilize the fid I as a 
pasture *r tncadow, keeping iIsc grass 
grazed or cut rather close for a p ;• 

• >r to before attempting to kill it. 

The prices* of killing quack-grass 
is not complicated nor difficult, but 
requires thorough, ccnscicntioua *vock 
and pcricverancc. The work should 
start in itiid-aummvr by plowing the 
infested land only deep enough to 
turn over a furrow iluitaining n»"it 
»( the grata roota. On tod or pas¬ 
ture land, three or four inches is 
usually the proper depth. On land 
which has not been in hay or pas¬ 
ture, the plowing should usually he 
slightly deeper. Ten «J*ys or two 
v/ftkt after plowing, this tod shou'd 
be thoroughly pulverised with a M»k 
harrow, which will destroy any 
growth the plants ma> have nude. 
Repeat this harrowing every ten days 
or two weeks until fall, when the 
gran will be completely killed out. 

In case of texerssive rainfall after 
the laud is plowed the grass may 
start growing again tu such an ex¬ 
tent that the harrow will not he ef¬ 
fective in Willing It. Under such cir¬ 
cumstances it is advisable to plow 
the teroond time and break the land 
•lightly deeper than at the first plow¬ 
ing. The following spring the land 
should be plowed to a good depth, in 
order to bury the many dead roots on 
the surface. In case a f*w sprigs of 
the grasa are still alive, It is udvtf* 
able to plant the fields in sonic intcr- 
tlllffl crop

Manure will supply nitrogen and 
limited amount* of other plant too.!* • 
it will also supply organic matter 
which truck crops need However, 
it is not advisable to apply raw ma¬ 
nure to land Immediately bcfoir 
truck crops. A. 1 *. Spencer, District 
Agent for the University of Florida I 
l.xtcnskiu Division, recommends taat j 

• tabic manure be well rotted before it 
is used on such f fop* 

Those who expert to use it on Irish I 
potatoes should let it rot aT "east aix 
weeks before planting time. This will 
give the plant foods time to become 
uvaiilblr Celery, lettuce and other 
truck crop* also respond to rotted 

• talik- manure. 

Manure ia not *o rich in plant food* 
according to ita hulk as commercial 
fertilisers and consequently more of 
it should be applied Mr. Spencer 
recommends from six to ten tons per 
acre. The amount necessary will de¬ 
pend on the condition ol the manure 
and the protection it has had. Expos¬ 
ure to rain and sun will make it lest 
valuable. I-roin 50 to Go per cent of 
the fertilizing material will escape in 
a short time. Cr nscrptcntly it should 
be protected. 

PLANTS WITH POT-fcOUND 

ROOTS DO NOT THRIVE 

F. F. IIalma, assistant Horticultur¬ 
ist of the University of Florida Ex¬ 
periment Statiooit, rrcoRiinfTTlh that 
potted plants be examined occasion¬ 
ally to ace whether their roots are 

pot-bound. 11 upon_t’emoving tin- 

plant from the pot the roots are 
massed around the outside ot the soil. 

1 larger pot should be provided. If. 
however, a larger pot is impracticable, 
the routs may he sheared, new soil 
introduced and the plant replaced it* 
thr same pot. 

Durinng the rainy season is a good 
time to transfer plants and they are 
apt to need rc-pottlng* owing 10 tlu* 
growth made during the spring and 
summer. 

Where soil is needed for finer pots, 
Mr Hwlrua recommends equal parts 
of muck Stiil, well rotted manure and 
<dmrp sand. If these ingredients are 
not available a good garden toil will 
aervq. 

A small plant should not he placed 
in too large a pot brcaus« the soil is 
apt to sour. It i* better to re-pot as 
the plant grows.

One of the must interesting ques¬ 
tions discussed in this bulletin is the 
mode of origin ol the rock. Exam¬ 
ination of samples dredged from the 
bottom of the scu show that there 
are now accumulating m the Florida 
Straits* and elsewhere nodules of ph*»s- 
phgf *d Km whh art identical "In 
composition with the pure phosphate 
rock of commerce. 

Thr process of formation of these 
phosphate nodules is not thoroughly 
understood, but is believed t<»_bg_in 
tome manner connected with liyina 
organisms that swarm in sea water in 
countless numbers These marine 


organisma appear to have been c*pe- 
eiallj abundant long ago, vvlun the 
peninsula id Florida w : a» completely 
submerged beneath the sea and the 
wave* from the Atlantic rolled un¬ 
hampered into the Gulf of Mexico, for 
thi «4iids which w*rv then deposited 
•n thr bottom of the si?z and have 
since been converted into dry land 
Contain many noditles • «f phosphate 
rock that arc in all rcepccU similar 
to those Irving formed today. These 
phosphate sands, which are included 
in what the geologist* call the Alum 
llluff formation, contain in most 
places too little phosphate to be of 
commercial value, but they are be¬ 
lie vvd to be tile source from which (lie 
important deposits of Florida phos¬ 
phate rock have been derived. 

Daring the later stage* of the ac¬ 
cumulation **f these sands Florida wa* 
inhabited by « *mc very large animals 
that arc now either extinct cr kn^wn 
only ill other continents. Among 
thesr were the mastodon and rhi¬ 
noceros. The teeth of these animals, 
together with th*>se species of horse* 
that have entirely disappeared, arc 
illustrated in bulletin 0 C 4 . in which 
thi processes by which the phosphate 
deposit* have been concentrated in 
their present positions are described.

Citrus Fruit Condition 
Promises Short Crop 


The citrus crop probably will be 
short this year, il the present condi¬ 
tion is an index C. C Hare, field 
agent for the United States Bureau of 
Crop Estimates, who is stationed at 
the University of Florida, calls at* 
tenti »n tn the condition of the crops 
as estimated by the bureau for June ». 
Citrus is giveu at 08 per cent of nor¬ 
mal and bloom scatttud. This is i 
per cent lower than it was last month 
The bloom has been scattered ami 
drawn out over the whole spring. 
Some groves that started blooming in 
January are still blooming. The fru*t 


represents all stages from blooming to 
the size of a hen egg or larger. Some 
grower! think that the late bloom will 
set fruit and some think that it will 
not. Others are of the opinion that 
the fruit will ripen through a long 
period and necessitate several pick¬ 
ings. Still others believe that the late 
fruit will develop rapidly and not 
cause much trouble. 

F. B. Wait, manager of the Mana¬ 
tee Fruit Company of Palmetto, re¬ 
ports that similar conditions obtained 
about thirteen yvar* tgO. The fruit 
which set that year ripened, hut sev¬ 
eral pickings wrre required. 


CATERPILLARS A^IACK 

SWEET POTATOES 

Caterpillar* attack sweet potatoes 
almost every year. In some section* 
they may nut be troublesome, but u* 
others they may defoliate the crop 
1 hey arc between one and two Inches 
long and arc marked with broad dark | 
narrow orange and brown »»rip«i. 1 
They feed on the leaves of sweet po¬ 
tatoes and a number of other plants. 

I They may be controlled in the sweet 
potato field by prisons, .according to 
J. H. Watson, Entomologist to the 
L’nivcrsity of Florida Experiment 
Station. Lead arsenate is probably 
the best poison. Use one pound of 
the powder or two pounds of the paste 
to iiity gallons of water. Spray ui«. 
vines until they arc thoroughly wet. 
If dusting is preferred, each part of 
the lead arsenate powder should- be 
mixed with four parts of air-s.akcd 
lime. Dust the leaves until they are 
well covered with the mixture. 

One treatnicut is usually enough. 
However, if the first is not thorough, 
another will he necessary. The broods 
are about a month apart. 

EXPOSE CROWN ROOTS 

OF FOOT-ROT TREES 

Fout-rot of citnia trees always de¬ 
velops rapidly when the soil and at¬ 
mosphere are moist. It is advisable 
to keep the crown roots exposed and 
especially during the rainy season, 
according to A. P. ^pfneer, District 
Agent for the University of Florida 
Extension Division. This allows the 
areas to dry out and hence checks the 
disease. Sometimes further treat¬ 
ment is given by applying avcrnariui 
carbolincuni. 

Mr. Spencer says that a great many 
• •Id foot-rot groves in Florida tha: 
were almost past bearing have been 
brought back to profitable bearing. 
About the only treatment those tree* 
were given was the removal of the 
earth from tine crown roots. 


GARDEN BACK 
OF KITCHEN A 
MONEY SAVER 

Vegetables Planted in Summer 
Will Keep Table Well Sup¬ 
plied Until Frost 

The kitchen garden is pet hups the 
most paying institution of the farm. 
Fobably no other plot of ground will 
yield as much money nr gastronomic 
happiness. One-tenth of an acre 
plumed to a garden will yield as great 
an income as an sere planted to or¬ 
dinary farm crops, according to C. K 
McQuarrlc, State Agent for the Uni¬ 
versity of Florida Extension Divi¬ 
sion. 

The kitchen garden needs g«*od soil 
lor maximum results Horse and cow 
manure mixed or composted is the 
!*• »t fertilizer. About ten tons to the 
acre wifi be required. 

Among the vegetables that can he 
planted for the summer warden are 
English peas an<| turnips, about Aug. 
I. Tomatoes, planted cvxrry tw * 
weeks, will keep the table supplied 
until frost. Okra, cowpeas, onions, 
and parsley will also grow during the 
latter part of summer. Carrots, beets, 
salsify and notates* may be planted a 
little later. Potatoes for th« fall crop 
may be planted between August »otli 
and Septcmbr 1st.

The hum an retks were found at 
Vtre», in St. Lucie County, and came 
to light as the result of the construc¬ 
tion of a drainage canal made by the 
Indian River Farms Company. The 
fossils arc found in the banks of the 
canals and belong, according to the 
State Geologist, to the geologic per¬ 
iod known as the Pleistocene. 

Tlie first human bones at Vcro were 
found by Mr. Frank Ayers in Octo¬ 
ber, 1915. and subsequent discoveries 
were made by Mr. Ayers, Mr. Isaac

The 
time interval since these animals were 
living in America is believed by geol¬ 
ogists to be not less than from 10,000 
to J5.000 yean All of the important 
material that is nccrs»ary to pruve 
this discovery is in the State collec¬ 
tion at Tallahassee.

due in not less than one year nor 
more than thirty years from the date 
of issuance, as the Council may de¬ 
termine after approval of the issu¬ 
ance of said bonds by the electors, 
and no bond shall be placed for sale 
upon the general market until first 
offered for a period of two months to 
the citircns and residents of St. Cloud 
by published notice in the St. Cloud 
Tribune. The bonds herein provided 
for shall be told at not leas than par 
value. 

At the election for the 
approval or rejection of the bonds 
hereinbefore provided for there shall 
be elected three bond trustee* whose 
duty shall be to negotiate all bonds 
issued under this act, to keep safely 
the moneys arising from the sale 
thereof, and to pay them out on city 
warrants issued for the purposes 
aforesaid, and designate the fund on 
which they arc drawn.
